RUMOURS OF LANDING OF 
BRITISH SAILORS. 


AFFAIR FIZZLES OUT. 


Nanking, Apr. 6. 
The trouble caused by the student 
demonstration against . the British 
firm, the International Export Cor- 


poration, which started on Thursday 
and threatened to develop inte a 
riot of serious proportions, hag been 
settled. 

As is usual in such cases the wild- 
est rumours were circulated when 
excitement was at its height It 

* was freely stated in the atrects that 

British marines had been landed 

from H.M.S. Cornwall and that six 
} ‘workers had been killed. These 
* reports, although absolutely base- 
less, incensed the crowd and it was 
only the firm’ stand taken by the 
authorities which prevented wide- 
spread damage from being done und 
possible lives from being lost, 

The International Export Cor- 
poration-suspended operations some 
time ago on account of military 
disturbances north of the river. 
When it was re-opened on April 
8, the Corporation could only take 
on 200 workers as compared with 
the 2,000 required when the season 
is in full. swing. 


Student Intervention. 


The rejected workers from tho 
factory yathered in front of the 
factory gates and mobbed the 200 


men who had been re-engaged. 
Four of these were injured, one 
seriously. 


The news that there was a labour 
riot at the factory spread like wild- 
fire and the students of the Central 
University and the Nanking Univer- 
sity held a mass meeting the follow- 
ing day and passed resolutions sup- 
porting the: unemployed: workers. 
They decided to march together to 
the factory on Saturday and to 
stage a demonstration there, - 

General Chiang Kai-shek, how- 
ever, txsued instructions that no 
student was permitted to leave the 

_ city, -The Export Corporation is

* SEES IT.

[By “Cynicus.”} 


‘The rhind of | “the man. in tho 
street” ‘may be a deplorably 
ignorant mind in a general sense, 
but: it unquestionably is an in- 
quisitive mind. Inthe matter’ of 
exchange, it is a particularly in- 
quisitive mind, and for the last 
few months it has been trying to 
grapple with a, problem which has 
completely baffled it. "Why should 
the market price of silver knock 
twenty-five ‘per cent..off the pur- 
chasing power of local currency, 
and, what is more to the point, 
twenty-five per cent. off the sterl- 
ing value of the man in the street’s 
nard-earned savings?” .- 

- What’ hag happened. to six-pence 
in every ‘dollar since the ‘dollar 
crashed? Somebody ‘haa got it, 
and the question. which seemingly 
cannot be answered is——who?: 

The people who deal in ‘dollars 
as a grocer. does’ sugar, wisely 
assert that the value of the Hong- 
kong or Mexican dollar has fallen 
in sympathy with the ; price ‘of 
silver which. is the basis of China's 
currency. And there’ they leave 
it! 

Assuming that I am in’a country 
where the currency ‘is on a gold’ 
basis, I find no_ difficulty, in 
negotiating gold. That much will 
surely be admitted. If I penetrate 
into the hinterland of China—an 
allegedly silver basis country, and 
try to sell my cigarettes, piece 
goods or other merchandise, or to 
purchase China products with 
silver, am I successful? — Not on 
your life! I find that it is 
necessary for ‘me to carry a few 
hundredweight of copper cash as 
the medium of barter. In other 
words, ] have 
business in the currency of tha 
country. Certainly not ‘silver. 

Last October, the Hongkong 
paper money was at a premium in 
any part of China, roughly sixteen 
per cent. over the supposed price of 
silver, It ig such a notorious fact 
that. China is simply flooded with 
paper money that has mo..backing, 
that the British prestige ant! integ- 
rity at the back of our money, gave 


it a rightfully inflated value. | Did} 


a sudden crash in the’ price of 
the world’s silver remove the 
reason for that premium? The 
man in the street fails to see how 
it could. Of course, ‘he’s ‘an 
utter fool! Nevertheless, the fact 


remaing that *‘simebody has’ 


sacrified the goodwill: values of 
British money as. represented by 
‘Hongkong. currency, ‘and. what is 
the tragic aspect of the problem, 
is. that somebody .has benefited by 
the substitution, ‘of | grossly 
cheapened metal for our good 
name, in place of a piece of paper 
actually in demand and bought at 
25% more because of ‘the good 
name at the back of it. : 
It surely cannot matter one iota 
what the price of silver is at the 
mines. [f it doesn’t pay to work 
it, why should we have to make it 
pay, or why should we be com- 
pelled to suffer heavy -loss just 
because silver has proved an un- 
workshle and unprofitable com- 
mercial proposition? After all, 
if thera is a glut of the metal, that 
iy surely the fault of the fools 
working it! The de Beers people 
found a more practical system to 
control the price of diamonds. We 
have seen the price of rubber 
regulated ‘by controlling output, 
surely the same can be done with 
silver. Our wiseacres say no! 
Apparently they. are willing to sca 
our currency crash down to 
alarming depths just from the 
humatarian motive of keeping men

AN APPEAL TO THE | 
COMMUNITY. 


The public wil! lear with the 
utmost satisfaction that the local 
branch of the Navy League has de- 


.| cided to sponsor a general appeal to 


the community on behalf of the de- 
pendents of the men of the Royal 
Navy who lost their lives in the 
terrible tragédy which occurred 
aboard H.M.S. Sepoy outside Hong- 
kong Harbour on Tuesday last. By 
itself setting aside a sum of £25 
from its funds, the, League's local 
branch has worthily started the 
movement, and we would commend 
to all sections of the community the 
appeal now made. The disaster is 
one of the very worst ever to have 
happened on the China Station, 
resulting, as it has, in the death of 
six gallant sailors, of whom three 
were married. On all hands, expres- 
sions of sincerely-felt sympathy are 
heard: the opportunity is now pro- 


vided of demonstrating that 
sympathy in a practical man- 
ner, 


Ever since Tuesday's disaster oc- 
been a feeling 
prevalent that something should be 
done in Hongkong to help those who 
have been so terribly and so unex- 
pectedly bereaved. . The local 
branch of the Navy League has 
risen to the occasion well, and we 
feel that the Fund could not be 
launched under more appropriate 
auspices. In many’ ways,’ the 
League has striven to impress on 
the public its indebtedness to the 
officers and men of the Navy; what 
more fitting than that it should now 
take the lead here in Hongkong in 
an effort whereby the Colony may 
pay its tribute in a practical way to 
the memory of those who. have lost 
their lives in the performance of 
their duties? Here in Hongkong, 
the headquarters of the China 
Station, we are, perhaps, at times 
apt to overlook all that we owe to 
the Navy. Year in and year out, 
we enjoy the protection which the 
presence of our naval men assures 
us, whilst Britons all over the East 
know from past experience what a 
ready help in time of need the Bri- 
tish Navy is. The terrible disaster 
of Tuesday last serves to illustrate 
the grim possibilities that must 
always be associated with the life 
of naval men afloat: in time of 
peace, as.in time of war, danger [a 
ever present. Our gallant seamen 


despite the strictest precautions, ac- 
cidents are ‘always Hable to occur, 
and ‘it. may‘be, as in the case of the

Anti-Piracy Guards, 


That the ‘shipping companies 
would accept the Government's pro- 
posals for the future supply of anti- 
piracy guards was a foregone con- 
clusion, inasmuch -as' the Home 
Government put the interested con- 
cerns in a cleft stick and gave 
them no opportunity to do other- 
wise, It was stated in the House 
of Commons 
had agreed in principle, and this 
might be taken to mean that fur- 
ther discussion on detail might 
possibly bring some little reduction 
in the burden which the companies 
will now be called upon to carry. 
The whole cost of the scheme has 
to be borne: by the companies and 
apparently, given no other choice 
short of: the impossible one of dis- 
pensing with guards: altogether, 
they have agreed to’carry this bur- 
den. That guards are necessary 
will never be disputed until such 
time ‘as the risk of piracy is banish- 
ed entirely and the fact stands out 
that there has been no attempt to 
pirate any vessel carrying such a 
guard. Therefore, they -must-. be 
maintained, but at considerable cost 
to the companies. While the Gov- 
ernment might have been less 
exacting, in its conditions for the 
supply of essential guards; it has 
come into line with the Dutch 
policy. Colonial guards are allow- 
ed by the Government concerned, 
but the cost is borne by the shipping 
companies themselves, The latter 


have had their reward in an entire | 


freedom from piracy and no doubt 
consider that the cost to them- 
selves has been more than justified, 
If there is a prevention for piracy, 
then it is the duty of the shipping 
companies to afford that protection 
to the passengers who use their 
steamers, to the officers and mem- 
bers of the crews, even though it 
entails considerable expenditure.

“THE RAW RUBBER 
MARKETS. 


TYRE MANUFACTURE HEADS 
- DEMAND. . 


. London, Apr. 10. 

The absorption of crude rubber 
by the United Kingdom more than 
doubled in the last four years, says 
a report by the Imperial Economic 
Committee on trade in rubber 
manufactured goods, The United 
Kingdom is now second only to 
the United States as an absorber 
of crude rubber. 


The report shows that about 75], : 


per cent. of raw rubber used in the 
‘industries of the world was ab- 
sorbed to manufacture tyres, which 
accounts for about 85 per cent. of 
the total consumption in the United 
States. Four of the most im- 
portant markets for British tyres 
are India, South Africa, the Irish 


Free State and New Zealand, while Tf 


Argentina, Spain and Germany 
head the United States list. 

' Standardisation Needed. 

The opinion of the report is that 
standardisation is one of the most 
pressing needs of the industry, 
For example, over 150 different 
types of tyres are required to meet 
the needs of cars in the United 
Kingdom alone. “Recognition all 
over the Empire of common stand- 
ards and specifications for the 
same goods would exercise a 
potent influence on the growth of 
Inter-Imperial trade.” 

The report concludes that it is 
to other uses of raw rubber than 
tyre manufacture that the rubber 
industry must mainly look for 
expansion in the futute.—Reuter.

Food loses weight during the process of cooking 
because a certain amount of water evaporates from 

it. Some water ‘must be lost whatever the source |

The Prime Minister an- 
nounced the complete agreement of the Three Powers in the 
' House of Commons yesterday, the Conservatives and Liberals 
expressing their satisfaction at the outcome of the Conference. 
The net result, therefore, will be a full) Three-Power 
agreement and a part Five-Power agreement. The Conference 
wil) adjourn on the understanding that the present European 
problems, which constitute the stumbling block to a full Five- 
Power agreement, will still be discussed and efforts to reach 
an agreement continued. The Final Plenary meeting of the 
Nava} Conference, apart from that to be held for the signature 

of the Treaty, will be held on either Monday or Tuesday.
